The average cost of producing 
IOO pounds of hogs in a study of 
67 farms in Pickaway, Madison. 
Greene, 
Clinton 
and 
Fayette 
Counties 
was 
$15.90 
in 
1963. 
Feed accounted for about two- 
thirds of the total cost. 
This study was made by R. 
H. Blesser, D. H. Roster, and 
W. D. Hunnicutt of the Otuo 
State 
University 
College 
of 
Agriculture. 


Size of litter 
averaged 6.9 
hogs 
r a i s e d 
to 
slaughter 
weights. Annual production av­ 
eraged 11.8 slaughter hogs or re­ 
placement gilts. The number of 
litters farrowed per sow was 
1.7 for the year.

Spray Charts

Fruit Growers 


Insects 
and diseases would 
soon put the com m ercial fruit 
grower out of business were it 
not for chemical pesticides, ac­ 
cording to County Agent George 
Hamrick. 
Eight new spray charts pro­ 
duced by the Ohio Cooperative 
Extension Service tell Ohio fruit 
growers how to use these ma­ 
terials effectively 
and safely. 
The charts contain 1965 recom­ 
mendations 
by 
entomologists 
and 
plant pathologists of the

There are separate charts for 
strawberries,

Borer Count 


In Ohio Is

Ohio’s com borer population 
may he up slightly this year, 
but it still will he negligible as 
far as corn losses over the state 
are 
concerned, 
reports 
agent 
George Hamrick. 
A cora barer survey in the 
state last fall indicated a count 
of 
25 
borer 
larvae 
per 
IOO 
plants, compared to 15 the pre­ 
vious year. But even with this 
increase, the count is far below 
the average of 82 borers per IOO 
plants 
in 
the 
North 
Central 
States. 
Ohio is one of 15 states co­ 
operating with the USDA’s Agri­ 
cultural Research Service, 
in 
making surveys of the extent 
and distribution of corn borer 
infestation. Three other states 
reported more borers than in 
the previous year. 
The biggest increase was in 
Missouri, 
where 
the 
insects 
built up to an average of 172 
per IOO plants from an average 
of 76 in the 1963 survey. Kansas 
counted 93 
insects 
per 
IOO 
plants, compared 
with 43 
in 
1963; 
and Indiana 
counted 60 
compared with 36 the previous 
year 
Michigan reported an average 
of 35 borers per IOO plants last 
fall.

Mysterious Sapphire 


The 563 carat sapphire called the 
Star of India was one of the gems stol­ 
en from the American Museum of Na­ 
tural H i s t o Ty and later recovered. 
Equally as mysterious as the robbery 
Itself is the Star of India. 
Though the stone was presented to 
the museum by the financier, J. P. 
Morgan, who bought it from Tiffany 
and Co., the New York jewelers, all 
Tiffany officials know about its history 
is that they obtained it from a Philadel­ 
phia collection and it was mined in Cey­ 
lon 300 years ago. 
About 250 years of the stone's histo­ 
ry are lost. The reason for the lack of 
record k e e p i n g about a stone the 
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museum says is “priceless” is because 
jewelers seldom keep track of semi­ 
precious stone. And that, technically, 
is what the Star of India is. 
If a gem such as a ruby or a sapphire 
contains a star, it is there because of 
some flaw. Anyway, one of the six rays 
in the Star of India is shorter than 
the rest. This places it in the semi­ 
precious category. 
About the size of a golf ball, the star j 
of I n d i a may be regarded as some­ 
thing less than perfect. But security of­ 
ficials at the American Museum of Na­ 
tural History were made rudely oblivi­ 
ous to its imperfections.

The newer knowledge of gene­ 
tics is rapidly closing the gaps 
of ignorance about man’s here­ 
dity. 
The ultimate hope of scien­ 
tists is that the hereditary fac­ 
tors of genes and chromosom­ 
es may be manipulated so as to 
prevent birth deformities and 
congenital illnesses. 
Dr. Edward L. Tatum of the 
Rockefeller 
Institute in 
New 
York City feels that only a few 
technical barriers remain be 
fore undesirable and abnormal 
genes can be replaced by desir­ 
able ones. 
This type of manipulation has 
already been successful in the 
breeding of healthy plants and 
animals. Dr. Tatum, winner of 
a Nobel Prize, states that man 
has a l r e a d y benefited from 
this experimentation, which he 
refers to as “ biological engin­ 
eering” . He feels that manipul- j 
ation of human genes will soon 
be a positive scientific reality.' 
At a recent medical meeting, 
Dr. Tatum said, “ It behooves 
us to devote some time and de­ 
liberate thought to the even 
more difficult question o'1 how 
this knowledge is to be used 
I wisely for the welfare of all 
j mankind ”

Contrary to common beliefs 
about overweight in the teen­ 
ager, it has now been suggest­ 
ed that underactivity may be a 
responsible factor. 
A film study of a group of ad 
olescent girls in 
a 
summer 
camp showed that the obese 
children were about two - thirds 
less active than those of norm­ 
al weight. 
Dr Jean Mayer of the Har­ 
vard University School of Pub­ 
lic Health feels that this Abser- 
vation is made even more sig­ 
nificant by the fact that the ov­ 
erweight children ate about 400 
calories less per day than t h e 
other girls. 
Despite the results of this stu­ 
dy obesity experts fwd that oth­ 
er factors, too such as psycholo­ 
gical makeup, body framework 
and metabolism, must all be 
considered in treating the pro­ 
blem of overweight.
